In the informal discussion of his 
paper, the physician emphasized thai

could be advantageously used by the 
authorities in the solution of many 
mysterious crimes, and in the dozens 
of instances would prevent miscar­ 
riage of justice, even 
if the real

In one experiment in Dallas, Texas 
w hich he cued to the association, he 
said that a man under arrest, charg­ 
ed with a serious crime, seemed al­ 
most certain of conviction on circum­ 
stantial evidence.

There is a growing interest in com­ 
munity special life in the rural dis­ 
tricts. The day of the lonesome, iso­ 
lated (arm home 
la 
disappearing. 
Robert H. Moulton, In a recent Issue 
of the Rotarian. w rites entertainingly 
on the increasing number of neigh­ 
borhood houses and the community 
buildings In rural districts. 
Throughout the United States is a 
keen 
interest 
in community build­ 
ings, their activities, their accomp­ 
lished results, and their possibilities. 
Their development is so recent and 
they are so essentially an out-growth 
of rural life and conditions that un­ 
til very recently knowledge of them 
has been more or less fragmentary. 
It is estimated that there are now* 
several thousand 
special 
buildings 
serving as community centers in the 
rural sections and smaller towns of 
the United States and Canada. 
The 
amount of money invested in these 
buildings 
varies 
according 
to the 
population and wealth of the com­ 
munity and the method of financing, 
and ranges from a few hundred dol­ 
o rs In sparsely settled communities, 
where considerable amounts of labor 
and materials are often donated, to 
$50,000 In sic ill cities. 
The method 
of 
financing 
these 
buildings may in a general way be di­ 
vided into classes; those which are 
financed through individual subscrip­ 
tions, those financed through club or 
society initiative, those financed by 
local government, and those financed 
through community endeavor. 
The 
last are by far the most numerous and 
under this plan money Is usually se­ 
cured either by the sale of stock in a 


community organization or through 
the solicitation of general contribu­ 
tions. 
Both of these methods were 
often supplemented by the giving of 
entertainments of various kinds, the 
proceeds of which go into the con­ 
struction 
fund; 
and 
a part of the 
amount required to pay the cost of 
construction is often 
borrowed 
on 
the security of the building itself, to 
he repaid later with money derived 
from dues, assessments 
or rentals. 
Contributions of labor, or materials, 
as w’ell as of cash are often secured. 
Where funds are secured through the 
sale of stock, the incorporated stock 
company of course owms or controls 
the building, and where funds are se­ 
cured through general contributions 
th" ownership and control rest with a 
permanent organization formed for 
the purpose. 
The 
value 
of 
such 
community 
houses as 
an 
important 
factor In 
arousing a community consciousness, 
a sense of pride, and initiating those 
united efforts which can do more for 
the individual than he can do for 
himself, has not gone unrecognized 
by the various civic organizations. 
In some cjmmunities the -'uLding 
of a community 
house 
has 
done 
much to establish greater confidence 
between the inhabitants of the towns 
and the farmers of the surrounding 
country. 
Many pleasant get-together 
meetings have been arranged between 
the 
two 
groups. 
Sometimes 
the 
townsfolk entertained the people of 
the 
surrounding 
rural 
districts; 
sometimes 
the 
hospitality was re­ 
versed and 
the 
farmers 
acted as 
hosts to the townsfolk. Such centers 
have become an fucreasing factor in 
community life.
